There was, said: Dr, Clark, -no 
excuse for any Canadian being un- 
able to get enough food for three 
meals a day. The cost of living, 
in regard to food, should be at a 
minimum in Canada. ‘The prime 
minister had expressed doubt as 
to. whether the eost of food would 
be reduced by the removal of the 
tariff on food stuffs. Dr. Clark 
said he believed it would, and cer- 
tainly there was no harm trying. 
He contended, said the speaker 
that there wes no scarcity of food 
in Canada.* He had beer, told by 
retyrned soldiers that véu could 
buy bacon by the pound in’ Eng- 
Jand cheaper than in Canada. In 
England there were half the num- 
ber of pigs for the forty million 
people of that country as there 
were in Canada for eight million, 
but England admitted bacon free 
of duty.

Winipeg. For nearly a month the 
citizens of Wintipeg have been 
fighting whole-heartedly and with 
& very generous measure of suc- 
cess, against a determined ~ att- 
empt to establish Bolshevism an 
the rule of the Soviet here and 
then to expand it all over. this 
Dominion, 

In their fight, the Citizens. of 
Winnipeg have contended against 
great odds. When through. the 
machinations of a number of con- 
fessed Bolshevists in the Winnipeg 
Labor temple between twenty 
and thirty thousand were tricked 
and betrayed into’ striking, the 
issue went right to the heart of 
the great body of middle-class ci- 
tigzens whom the strike leaders 
sought to deprive of the very nee- 
essities of life, of food and water, 
and of light, police protection, 
and fire protection, 

It aroused them to organization 
and to action, and it founded a 
note of warning throughout Can- 
ada as to what might be expect- 
ted all over the Dominion if this 
effort to fasten Bolshevism upon 
Winnipeg were not decisively de- 
feated, From the moment that 
the general tie-up took place over 
a dispute between some inetal wor 
kers and their employers, the ge- 
neral strike was recognized as an 
attempt at revolution—and the 
citizens proceeded to combat it as 
such, : : 

The revolution in Winftipeg 
was the outeome of a Bolshevist 
movement started in Calgary last 
March and directed by the 1.W.W, 
organization in the U. 8. ‘Phat 
convention elected a ‘‘Red Five’ 
exeeutive for ‘Canada. One of 
these is Victor Migley, of Van- 
couver, a notorious agitator whose 
expulsion from Vancouver was de- 
manded by returned soldiers last 
August when he and others led a 
one-day strike in that city in mem- 
oriam to a military slacker and de- 
faulter who was shot while resis- 
ting arrest. 

The second is W. A. Prichard of 
Vancouver, who participated in 
the same unpatriotic escapade, 
The third is Joseph Knight, of Eds 
monton, one of the most notorious 
of Western agitators in Canada 
for the German government du¥- 
ing the war. . 

The fourth is Joseph Mayler, a 
Bolshevist by his own frank ad- 
mission, who is out to overturn 
the present system of government. 
And the fifth is R. L. Johns, one of 
the worst Red agitators in Cana- 
da, a Winnipeg man who in 1917 
at a public meeting of the Trades 
and Labor covimtil urged a gen- 
eral strike agaiiSt conscription 
and national ° Hess 

Johns is one of’ thé prime organ- 
izers of the Winnipeg strike and 


about the aborti¥é general strike 
there. Another local leader is 
Mrs. Helen Armstrong who, ac 
cording to her own word, has 
spent some years of her life in an 
insane asylum. Her husband, 
George Armstrong, another not- 
orious ‘‘Red’’ is one of the local 
leaders, who drew down upon him- 
self ‘the wrath of the returned men 
both over the conseription issue 
and Jatterly when returned sold- 
iers Went on a rampage against a 
Bolshevist meeting which sent 
greetings to the Soviet govern- 
ment of Russia, and the Spartae- 
ans in Germany, 

F. J, Dickson, a suap-box orator 
who is a member of the legislature 
had to flee for his life and was bat- 
tered by returned soldiers when 
he address€d a meeting in the Mar- 
ket Square in 1917, counselling ev- 
eryone to burn their registration 
ecards and resist conscription. He 
is another of the leaders of the lo- 
eal revolt. Still another is John 
Queen, a Socialist Alderinan, who 
participated in the same meetings 
and was one of the objects of the 
patriotic soldiers ire.
